Voters should ponder on what this would mean. 
The power to manipulate the grand jury would be 
of special value for the .urposes of political ter- 
rorigsm. The voting of indictments would be an 
invaluable method of disciplining citizens who had 
not “come across” or other citizens who may 
have exhibited courage rather than discretion in 
taking public action against city hell misgovern- 
ment or graft. The threat of indictment on 
trumped up charges would be in itself enough to 
bring most men into line with the city hall’s 
wishes. 4 
Even on petit juries the city hall favor or dis- 
favor would count effectively. It is valuable to 
own a trial judge, but in many cases, especially

Today she was “out of luck”; she had been unable to 
get in at any gf the hotels she liked; of the several women 
friends she called up, thinking they might take her in for 
a night, there was not one who was without iliness in the 
household, or company, or other hindrance. It seemed as 
if there was nothing to do but make a virtue of her neces- 
sity and look up her relatives.

The Bairds went in for the right sort of things, at the 
right time (Mrs. Baird had a distinct talent for that), but 
they had to do it at a moderate cost; and the right sort 
of thing to do in New York, now, for people of their class, 
is extremely expensive.
